Those am endm ent, with dates of their adoption and the r a ti­ 
fication, are: 
Am endment No. 11—Provides that the Judicial pow er of the 
U nited States shall not extend to suits by a citizen of one state 
against another state, or by a foreigner against a state. 
(A dopted 
by C ongress M arch 15, 1794; ratified Janu ary 8, 1798.) 
Amendment No. 12—Provides for separate election of president 
and vice president by the electoral college. 
(A dopted D ecem ber 12, 
1803; ratified Septem ber 25, 1804.) 
A m endm ent No. IS—Abolishes slavery. 
(A dopted February 1, 
1805; ratified D ecem ber 18, 1865.) 
A m endm ent No. 14—E xtends citizenship to all persons horn or 
naturalized in the United States, and forbids any state to "deprive 
any person of life, liberty, or property w ithout due process of law." 
(Adopted June 1« . 1866; ratified July 23, 1868.) 
A m endm ent No. 15—Forbids discrim ination "on account of 
race, 
color, or previous condition of servitude." 
(A dopted F ebruary 27, 
1869; ratified M arch 30. 1870.) 
A m endm ent No. 
16—Gives 
Congress power 
to

Incomes. 
(Adopted July 12. 1909; ratified F ebruary 25, 1913.) 
Am endm ent No. 17—Provides for popular election of senators. 
(Adopted May 16, 1912; ratified May 31. 1913.) 
A m endm ent No. 18—Forbids the m anufacture, sale, or transp or­ 
tation of intoxicating liquors.

Janu ary 29, 1919; repealed by Am endm ent No. 21.)

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THE LOCAL OPTION AMENDMENT TO 
THE CONSTITUTION, NUMBER 
THIRTEEN 


This amendment oucht to appeal to all 
clause« of people a* it would remedy an utterly 
impossible situation. 
It realh determines nothing, as tar as the 
liquor traffic itself is concerned— it simply be­ 
ing an enabling act whereby any political sub­ 
division fro m a precinct to a county can, by 
a majority vote, 
iecide for itself whether it 
I shall have sale of intoxicating liquor within 
its bo rders, an< if so bow it shall be restricted. 
As it is at present, a local community has no 
voice in the marter and neither church, school 
authorities, nor parents can in any manner pro­ 
tect those ir whom they have interest from the 
encroachment of the sales of intoxicating liq­ 
uor. 
It should be remembered that legally such 
sale bag been many timej construed only as a 
privilege to be granted or refused by the peo­ 
ple, as they deem the interest of society is af­ 
fected. 
There is no other traffic, haseid on a privi­ 
lege. that a local community cannot forbid if 
such community believ es the sale to be inimical 
to the public welfare. 
Surely the traffic in intoxicating liquor is 
not of such high and holy character that it is 
entitled to special privilege, as against the voice 
of the community, bevond all other enterprises. 
The power of the liquor-sellers to ply their 
trade against the wishes of the majority in a 
community as now provided bv law is repugnant 
to both the spirit and the letter of democracy. 
A man should have the right to be sober if 
he desires so to be. 
H e should not be made 
drunken against his will. 
A county, precinct, 
or city should also have the privilege of being 
sober as a whole if the majority of citizens re­ 
siding in such community have such a joint 
will to do. 
Certainly no out-side power, as at 
present, should have the privilege of forcing 
the traffic on an unwilling community. 
The effect of the sale of intoxicating liquor 
i* primarily fell on the 
local community in 
which the sale is committed. 
It has its first 
affect on the individual who uses it, then on 
his immediate family, then on the neighborhood, 
on the village or the city. 
And H radiates out 
from such center. 
It loses its effect in propor­ 
tion a« vou move further from the point of 
sale. 
If the people of the community nearest to 
such sale and most affected by it should not 
have the right to decide whether such a privi­ 
lege should he permitted who should have such 
right ? 
There is no reason in law, morals or justice 
why the customs and habits in harmony with 
the 
ideals of 
Hollywood 
or 
San 
Francisco 
should be forced as customs and habits on Po­ 
mona or Claremont. 
It has been a fundamental rule in practically 
all the states of the American union that local 
communities could control, to the point of pro­ 
hibition, all evils connected with commerce un­ 
der the general principles of police powder. The 
courts have permitted the local communities to 
be stricter with such evils hut never more 
liberal with them than the state law' permitted. 
This proposed amendment 
would apply this 
principle to the state of California. 
Its denial 
J J would be tantamount to forcing upon a com- 
j munity by outside agencies that which the peo­ 
ple believe would injure them financially and 
degrade them morallv. 
The justice and 
impressive 
need 
of 
this 
amendment are self-evident. 


It was with almost a feeling of awe that 
some years ago we examined the desk that 
was used by M r. McGuffev in the preparation 
of his series of readers. 
It was a circular desk 
something like a circular dining table. 
It was 
divided into eight sectors, indicating the num­ 
ber of readers which he had, the first to the 
eighth, with a shelf under each sector in which 
he placed the manuscript which he was pre­ 
paring for the reader in the beginning or to 
revise editions published later. He could sit in 
the same place and turn the huge circular desk 
or table. 


H e n r y 
Ford has collected copies of these 
various readers and has established this Mc- 
Guffey museum. 
In doing this he has, as the 
old expression goes, “ w-armed the cockles" of 
many a heart.

A dramatic crhlc calls attention to the stage 
of twenty vears ago as compared with the 
stage 
of 
today.

shows in all our cities attracting thousands to 
their performance, and then notes the many 
dark theaters in all our cities which exist to­ 
day. 
But he calls attention to the existence of the 
cabaret, something recent in our social life, 
which ha-s taken over so many of the functions 
once associated with the stage. 
I he groups 
attending these cabarets are smaller, hut the 
people who frequent them have more money 
to spend and are able to pay for first class 
entertainment. 
There are all sorts of cabarets. 
In general, 
however, most of them are of the vulgar type 
in which the burlesque shows of former days 
are carried to the most unseemly degree. 
It i-s 
inconceivable that such great actors of the stage 
as Edw in Booth, Edwin Forrest. John McCul­ 
lough, Henry Trving, Sara Bernhardt, Madame 
Modjeska, Ellen Terry, and scores of others 
could ever have been developed in cabarets. 
One 
cannot 
but 
feel 
that 
something 
has 
been lost to the world by this change from the 
theater 
to 
the 
cabaret. 
W e 
still 
have the 
"talkies" left to us. and many of them are 
instructive, inspiring, and entertaining. 
But 
•something of importance has disappeared from 
the 
sphere 
of amusements with 
the decline 
of the stage.
